| Washington.—The Marquis di San | 
Giuliano, the Halian minister of war, | 


forwarded to the Ltalian embassy re- 
cently a message from General Caneva 
relating to butties of November 6 and 
in which the Italian general de- 
clared that there was “indisputable 
evidence of violation of the treaties of 
war” on the part of the Arabs. Gen, 
Caneva's message was as tollows: 
“Our scouts on the fields where the 
encounters of the 6th and 7th took 
place between the 95rd regiment of 
Italian infantry and Turks and Arabs 
hive ascertained that acts of cruelty 


thave been cominitted upon our fallen. 


One of the many dead was found bar. 
burously decapitated. No doubt exists 
that in these encounters the Turks 
Were prosent, ond for this reason they 
are directly rsponsible. 

“Tt was ascertained that Arabs di- 
rected to fire and the attacks against 
the ciibulaneces and transports of the 
wounded, but it was still uneertain if 
only the Arabs were to be blamed for 
it or if the Turks should also have 
been declared outhiwed for violation 
of war regulations. Now the doubt 
doves not exist any tore, becuuse it 
has been aseertained in a most abso. 
lute way that on the battlefield of Ain 
Sar the Turks in command, in viola.
